lor tho three months ending with tho
10th of next June tho net figures would
bo about $25,000,00, and possibly $30,000,000.

Of course, this Is looking pretty far
ahead, hut, then, with operations In
jUrch at the rata of C3 and 70 per cent,
and deliveries at higher prices than In
the previous two months, Indications aro
than o marked Improvement will bo
thown.

Upturns In tho list were generally con-

fined to fractions, while In specialties tho
gains were even larger, two and three
points being chalked up, In tho case ot
Wcstlnehouse Eleotrlo this was particu-
larly true, that stock moving up nine
points beforo 2 o'clock. Of course, rumors
of "war orders" were responsible. The
report had It that a $25,000,000 order had
been received from Hussla. Interborough
Metropolitan Issues also sought higher
levels and wcro quite active, tho common
rising more thnn two points and tho pre-

ferred nearly three points. On tho Curb
a market was made for tho new Inter-borou-

consolidated preferred, which
opened at SO bid. No trades were mado
and the price was later quoted TS'iHS.

The market cased off from the high on
realizing sales but the demand was larg-
er than tho supply and tho losses wero
quickly regained. In somo cases new
high records wero established, and tho
market closed etrong. A feature a few
minutes beforo tho end of tho session
was a vigorous demand for Chicago,
Bock Island Pacific stock, that issue
moving up 4 points in a few minutes.

The new 44 per cent, debenture bonds
of the New York Central when Issued
were tho strong and active feature In thn
bond market, nbout $7,000,000 changing
hands, $5,000,000 of this amount being In
the first two hours of trading, Tho prlco
advanced more than 2 points. Tho tlmo
for subscribing to tho new bonds .expired
yesterday, and It Is understood that
many of tho stockholders avnlled them-
selves of tho privilege of taking somo cf
the bonds.

The declines wero short-live- d, howevr,
and May rallied sharply from $LG0M to
JLBZJi at the doge, while July rose from
H.S4& to U7.

According to a cable from reliable
sources, Russia's harrest of 1911 was con
sldtrably bolow tho average, ylold and
only barely approached tho averarte. The
demand Is abnormal throughout tho Em
ptre for wheat as food, and prices aro
rising- steadily. Tho belief is gaining
ground that thero will be an Insignificant
amount available for export, should the
Ble-o- Sea became open before the next
harvest.

The 600.000 bushels of old and 109.009
bushels of new wheat sold yesterday In
this city are designated as part 01 the
future shipments for export.

Minneapolis wheat stocks decreased
CSO.OOO bushels for four days, against
293,000 bushels of last year.

Latest advices from Italy report favor-
able weather, and a. crop abovo tho aver
ace is expected. Large foreign arrivals
of Wheat at Nnpleo aro noted, but prices
are firmly maintained, with consumption
largxi.
